white. 11,878 boxes. Totul, 32,199 boxes. 
Average price, 8.15c, per pound. 

He estimates that therewere about 110,000 
boxes of cheese manntactured in Kingbton 
and Xapanoe sections during tho past sea¬ 
son. ThiH would amount to about 9,900 
i 0(H) pounds, which, with the average price 
would approximate in value $816,750. He 
states that prices, althongh not as high 
thin season aa they porn last season, still 
the returns were very largo and made * 4 p 
the difference in weight.

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LIBERAL 

CONVENTION. 

The Liberal Party hold the Great¬ 
est Convention iu the Political 
History of the Province. 


First in size, first in enthusiasm, and 
first m its effectiveness among party gath¬ 
erings dealing with Ontario politics is the 
great convention in session at MaB«ey Hail, 
Toronto, Wednesday morning. Five 
thousand of the most enlightened Liberals 
of the Provinoe have gathered to formulate 
a platform, upon which—as the Provincal 
Secretary put it yesterday—the Liberal 
party Bhall Btand or fall at the comiog el- 
ection. ® 

The delegates must have smiled when 
they saw themselves designated as the 
henchmen of the Government The most 
oasual observer could see—from the mom- 
ent when they first began to stream into 
Massey Hall in the morning until the 
Chairman put his laBt nueation at night — 
that the assembled leaders of Liberalism 
were hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for no man ; that they were independent 
to the utmost degree, and were not there 
to approve of anything that did not appeai 
to their jodgment as in the intercut of the 
people of Ontario. 

TO KEEP ONTARIO’S SOUL ALIVE. 

The spectacle presented by the conven¬ 
tion was most inspiriting to those who, to 
adapt the quotation used by Mr. Rowell, 
believe in keeping the soul alive in Ontario 
There were hundreds of greybeards who 
fought under George Brown and Alexander 
Mackenzie, and who remembered the stern 
battleH of Liberalism iu the old days again¬ 
st corruption, and privilige and class gov 
ernmont in every form. There were hund¬ 
reds, too of young Canadians entering upon 
political work, to whom the bravo days of 
old were but traditions, and the great men 
of old noble ideals to be lived op to. One 
could soaroely distinguish which cf these 
two elements—the old men passing from 
the scene or the youDg coming--raoBt 
heartily cheered the frank denunciation of 
corruption within the party, or most loud¬ 
ly shouted ‘ carried" when the resolution 
was adopted pledging the party to make an 
end of it. 

NOT BLAMING OTHER PEOPLE. 

They were not disposed too greatly to 
dwell apon the shortcomings of (other 
people. Their mental attidude was,not 
the “you’re another" one. Altogether the 
delegates, by their behavior at the after¬ 
noon session, gave ample evidence that the 
heart of Ontario Liberalism is as sound as 
ever, and that the partv, whether in office 
or out ofSt, has still work to do. 

The reception accorded to the Premier 
and his new and old colleagues was a mag¬ 
nificent one, but not more enthusiastic 
than was to be expeoted at the hands of 
met: who know the great work that they 
have accomplished in governing Ontario 
wistly. progressively and economically dur¬ 
ing a time when, as Mr. Evauturel so aptly 
said, the Bister Province of Quebec has 
piled up eo great a debt that her inttrest 
bill amounts to a million a year.

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ROSS’ ORE AT PERSONAL TRIUMPH. 

Just as the last Dominion election was a 
rally round a leader whom every class re¬ 
spected and whom the Liberals loved, 
making him the oentre of a campaign of 
personal triumphs, so did the Liberals of 
Ontario yesterday accord Premier Ross, 
Ontario’s grand old man, a personal dem¬ 
onstration without a parellel in the politics 
at least of thin Province. “God bless bis 
dear old heart,” Bhouted one enthusiastic 
delegate from the gallery at the mention of 
the Premier’s name early in tbe day, and 
the sentiment was cheered to the echo. 
The summit of the Premier's gratification 
must have been reached at tbe evening 
meeting, when as he rose to Bpeak he was 
cheered and applauded, and hailed with 
song, and saluted by a standing animated 
multitude for three full minutes. 

THE DAY’H WORK. 

Tbe speeches of the day wore all brief, 
except for tbe hour’s address by the Prem- 
ler in the evening. In that he frankly 
stated his difficulties in carrying on|gcvert- 
ment with eo narrow a majority, and de 
dared that unless it was increased to com¬ 
fortable proportions be would have to give 
over tbe reins of office. The addresses by 
tbe new members of the Cabiuet were 
creditable in every way, and tho enthus¬ 
iasm aroused indicated the welcome with 
which they were received by tbe groat con-- 
vention. Although much was done during 
the day tbo great temperance issue and 
many other planks remain untouched by 
the main body, and tbs whole of to day at 
least will be required te complete the work 
in Massey Hail. The smoothness with 
which business progressed after it was well 
started Bhows that the preliminary arrange¬ 
ments by tbe general oommittee was well 
executed. Tbe Executive work was also 
creditable to the large and unwieldly body. 
Senator J K Kerr presided as temporary 
Chairman in the forenoon under rather 
difficult conditions, Senator Gibson of 
Beamsville was then elected permanent 
Cbairrra i and the sessions of the afternoon 
and evening were under the direction of the 
Vice-Chairmen, first of Lieut-Col. Thomp. 
son, ex-M. P. for Haldimq,nd, and in the 
evening, of Mayor Urqnart whose skillful 
handling of tho large assemblage and fair 
attitude of mind were alike creditable and 
honorable. The avidity with which all 
points of tbe resolutions were seized and 
immediately accepted or rejectee] argues 
well for tbe keenness with which tho dele¬ 
gates have studied the field of political dis¬ 
cussion. 

A PROGRESSIVE POLICY. 

As soon as the copvention had delivered 
its opinion on corruption in thunderous 
tones, it set itself to devising a new plat¬ 
form. Tbe extent and variety of tbe 
resolutions submitted leave no doubt that, 
however exellent tbe administrative work 
has been in the past, there is a work for 
tbe future advancement of social and 
economic conditions in Ontario in which 
tbe Liberal party will never take a seat 
behind aoy organization. 

The first resolution carried favored 
strongly the development of * Ontario’s 
educational system along modem lines, 
paying special attention to toobnioal edu¬ 
cation of those engaged in agricnltnte and 
industry. Tbe second reaffirmed tbe 
party's abhorence of corruption, and declar¬ 
ed against tbe employment of organizers 
from outside the ridings. Tbe third and 
last of tbe afternoon declared that railways 
should bear a share of municipal and other 
taxatiou in tbe same proportion as other 
taxable property. 

A NEW DEPARTMENT. 

In tbe evening resolutions were adopted 
in a few minutes calling for the establish¬ 
ment of a separate service in oonneotion 
with tbe construction of colonization roads 
tpp location of toiyp gitot, tfce protection of 
Viter powers, and all other matters affect¬ 
ing tbe future development of the new 
district; calling for the extension of the 
Temiakaming A Northern Ontario Railway 
to Hudson's Bay, the giving of all timber 
except pine on farm lauds to the settler • 
affirming the party's allegiance to Provinci¬ 
al Commission to guard against over-

Two years ago we were travelling 
in the Malaysian islands, Sumatra 
and Java, writes J. H. Rosny. When 
going down the river Banyore-Assim, 
which flows among enormous forests, 
we landed oue evening at the settle¬ 
ment of Nieuwenhuys.

APPENDICITIS IN CHILDREN. 

Most persons *Are pretty familiar 
by this time with appendicitis, which 
has come to be regarded as likely 
to afflict almost any ono between 
twenty and fifty years of ago, and to 
havo escaped which is to bo pecu¬ 
liarly fortunato. It is known that it 
begins with sevore colic and tender¬ 
ness in the right side of tho abdo¬ 
men, and a sensible person does.not 
suffer long from an attack of that 
sort without calling in tho doctor. 

This is well, and no doubt the in¬ 
creased gonoral knowledge regarding 
appendicitis and tho wide-spread fear 
of tho disease have saved many lives 
by leading th6so attacked to »eok 
mcdic.il advice promptly while the 
inflammation is yet in its incipient 
stage. But this . is true of adults 
i only, and it seems to be believed by 
; those who give a thought to the 
J subject that children do not have 
appendicitis. This is an error, and 
| one that may possibly have most 
i serious consequences. 

Children, oven babies, may have in¬ 
flammation of the vormiform appen¬ 
dix, and may die of it as promptly 
as older persons. Fortunately, how¬ 
ever, tho disease is often less severe 
| in the very young than in adults, 
'and a fatal case of the disease in a 
j child is comparatively rare. But 
'although the child may recover from 
his attack, the uppendix is left more 
vulnerable, and many an apparently 
primary attack in adult U;’c is really 
a recrudescence of a slumbering in¬ 
flammation dating back to child¬ 
hood. 

Not every stomach-ache In a child 
is appendicitis, but any ono may be, 
and parents should not be made' in¬ 
different to these attacks by their 
frequency. Neither should the at¬ 
tacks excite too great apprehension. 
If the danger-signals are known, and 
an eye kept open for them, parents 
can simulate ull the indifference they 
please, especially as regards fre¬ 
quent attacks coming on about the 
school hour. 

An ordinary stonmch-acho la9ts but 
a short time; the pain is general all 
over the abdomen, or perhaps most 
marked on the left side, and the at¬ 
tack often passes off with a slight 
diarrhoea, usually without fever. 
When the uppendix is the seat of the 
trouble, the pain may subside for a 
time; but it recurs again and again 
us a sharp colic, usually most mark¬ 
ed on the right side, nnd is not re¬ 
lieved by pressure, as the simplest 
stomachache often is. There is 
fever, the (ace is flushed or dusky, 
and the child shows that it is really 
ill; the tongue is coated, and thoro 
are blask circles undqy tho eyes. 
When a child has n stomach-ache 
that persists or that comes back 
again after having disappeared, es¬ 
pecially if there is fever, it should 
be carefully studied.—Youth's Com¬ 
panion. 

COLD FEET AND INDIGESTION. 

Coldness of feet and limbs is al¬ 
most invariable an evidence of indi¬ 
gestion. Tho coldness is due not to 
weakness of the heart or feeblness 
of circulation, as is generally sup¬ 
posed, but to the contraction of tho 
small arteries, preventing blood 
from entering the parts. There is 
generally an irritation of the abdo¬ 
minal sympathetic nerve centers 
which control the circulation of the 
lower extremities.

Waking. 

This example, he adds, spread j 
throughout England, and almost all 
military men allowed-their hair to be 
cropped a proper length. Hut, alas, 
this decency did not continue long, for 
scarcely a year expired ore all who 
thought themselves courtly lapsed into 
their former folly, and those who had 
no natural curls put on false ones.— 
London Standard.

‘‘The roar of tlto ostrieh resemble;- 
the roar of llie lion because tlie ostrich 
stole from the lion this sound, even as 
one playwright steals from another a 
plot.” 

An ornithologist made that odd as¬ 
sertion in a taxidermist’s shop. He 
went on to elaborate it as follows: 

"Birds from the ostrieh down are im¬ 
itative. The ostrieh where he lives 
alone is silent, hut in a country where 
lions abound lie roars. Why? Because 
for centuries, admiring the majesty 
and grandeur of the lion's roar, in* 
gradually learned to roar himself. Be¬ 
lieve me, it is line to see an ostrieh 
11 1 ^ 0 w bark ids little head and emit a I 
roar like thunder. 

‘•Buntings imitate pipits, and green- i 
finches Imitate yellowhammers. They 
seek their food in the winter together, 
and they gradually steal each other's 
call. 

’’The Jay is nil insatiable imitator. 
Some jays will include in their reper¬ 
tory not only the whoo-oo of the kite, 
the scream of the buzzard and the hoot 
of the owl, but ateo the bleat of the 
lamb and ti^e neigh of a horse. 

“Even the nightingale imitates. In a 
nightingale's perfect song I have often 
heard the tip-sip-sisisis of the wood 
warbler and the bub-ub-ubble of tlio 
nuthatch.” 


PRIMITIVE BOOKS. 

If (mv They Were Made l»y llie Ancient 
llnttnkN of Kunintrn. 

A near approach to the form of a 
modern book was made by ail obscure 
people called the Battaks, who in old¬ 
en days inhabited Jhe Island of Suma¬ 
tra. They invented, or adopted from 
some unknown source, a form of book 
consisting of a long strip of bark live 
or six indies wide and closely resem¬ 
bling a piece of Egyptian papyrus. 

They seem to have taken a distinct 
step forward in the bookmaking art, 
for instead of rolling their strips of 
bark in Egyptian fashion they folded 
them into accordion plaits, so that 
they took exactly the form of modern 
books with uncut leaves. 

Wooden covers were then put on ei¬ 
ther side, and the whole was some¬ 
times bound together with a piece of 
suakeskin. Had the Battak Hcribe gone 
one step further by cutting the leaves 
and writing on both sides the result 
would have been an exact prototype of 
a modern book 

The Hindoos used a palm leaf two 
or three inches wide, cut in sections 
nnd dried. Knelt section may lie com¬ 
pared with the leaf of a book, nnd 
they were piled up in sequence or per¬ 
forated and strung together like a Ve¬ 
netian blind.

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STOPPING A HORSE. 


“Wkoa” Seems to Be the Word For 
It AU Over the World. 

“When I started on my trip around 
the world I intended," said a horseman, 
"to find out what was the word for 
‘whoa' in every language. I had a lit¬ 
tle book, and in it I intended to make 
a long list of the various words for 
‘whoa.’ 

"Do you know what I discovered? I 
discovered that ‘whoa’ is the same in 
all the languages. The Russian stops 
his horse with ‘whoa,' the Persian 
stops his with ‘whoa,’ the Chinaman 
his with ‘whoa’ and the Dutchman 
his with ‘whoa.’ 

"And ‘whoa,’ I discovered, has been 
from the dawn of time the word to 
stop horses with. The Greeks and Ro¬ 
mans used it in a slightly different 
form, ‘ohe.’ The old English ‘whoa’ 
was ‘ho.’

Another cow word, 
‘soh, soli,’ which might be translated 
‘Please keep still,’ comes from the San¬ 
skrit ‘sough,’ meaning to stay motion¬ 
less. And you know our chicken word, 
‘chick, chick, chick.’.the word spoken 
in a high key wherewith we summon 
our chickens to their meals? Well, 
that conics directly down to us from 
the Sanscrit, *kuk,’ a domestic fowl.”

The long trouser has every fault 
which it is possible to combine in a 
single garment.

ANCIENT STENOGRAPHY. 


ShnrthniHl Wn* In two n* Early nn 
the Third Century. 

Shorthand was known to the an¬ 
cients. though it is impossible to trace 
the system to its source. 

Ennius, the Roman poet, is said to 
have improved upon tin already exist¬ 
ing system, lie was u friend of Scipio 
and was born li.'ll) 11, C. Seneca also 
made it u bobby. 

Origen, the Greek father and mystic, 
who was horn about ISO and was a 
voluminous writer, says, in the course 
of his commentary on St. John, “The 
absence of my shorthand writers pre¬ 
vents me from dictating my medita¬ 
tions.” We are told, too, that he al¬ 
lowed shorthand writers to take down 
his extempore homilies. 

In the venth century Greek and Ho¬ 
man stenography gradually died out, 
and the art did not revive until the 
beginning of the seventeenth century. 
Luring tills long interval several sys¬ 
tems of quick writing were evolved, 
such as that of Dr. Timothy Bright in 
lfiSS, who had a separate sign for ev¬ 
ery word, and some of tlie.se utmost 
rivaled shorthand in rapidity.

CARE OF THE FLOORS.

Cm the contrary, speci¬ 
al thought must be given to each 
floor covering, whether oiled, polish¬ 
ed or carpeted. A variety of opin¬ 
ions exist regarding the best sort for 
| the kitchen. Tiling is hard for the 
feet of the servants and the same 
< complaint is made of hard woods, 
lilany people prefer linoleum, because 
‘of its springy quality, and its dura-I 
bility. When lineoleum is used, how- I 
ever, tho best quality is sure to pay, 1 
even before the proverbial end, be¬ 
cause the colors will retain their 
hues far longer than the cheaper va¬ 
rieties. A plain lineoleum is not 
.infrequently used, but in this case a 
coat of varnish is usually given. When 
anything is aj fllod upon a floor of ‘ 
hard wood it can be wiped or brush- 
! od up at once. Cover grease spots 
on wood or stono with flour, starch 
or powdered chalk, which will ab¬ 
sorb the grease. Cold water poured 
upon grease as soon as it is spilled 
will harden it; the greater part may 
then be scraped ofl. Before begin¬ 
ning to sweep, sec that no food is 
left uncovered in the room. Sweep 
from the edges of the room toward 
the centre. Sweep with short 
strokes, keeping the broom close to 
the floor. Never sweep dust from 
one room in • to another. Soft wood 
floors nrust be scrubbed. Look for 
grease spots and take them out first. 
After the floor has become wet you 
cannot see where ttiey are. On u 
hardwood floor use lit lie water, or 
none at all- Wipe dt with n cloth 
moistened witli a little kerosene — a 
teaspoon or two to begin with, and 
as much more whAi that has evapor¬ 
ated. Rub hard with another cloth 
until the wood is perfectly dry. Win- 
clow sills and all hardwood finish 
mnv be cleaned in the some way. 
Wash oilcloth with warm water ami 
milk—one cup of skim milk to one 
gallon of water—and wipe dry with 
a clean cloth.

Turpentine, either in resinous form 
or in spirits, has a household value. 
A child suffering with the croup, or 
any throat or hing difficulty, will 
be quickly relieved by Inhaling the 
vapor, und having the chest rubbed 
till the skin is red and then being 
wrapped ubout with flannel moisten¬ 
ed with fiery spirits.

destroyer sank. One of those thus 
rescued has since died. The cruiser 
Matsushima sank the second des¬ 
troyer 25 miles from Port Arthur, 
receiving herself an ine cetive blow 
from a torpedo. Two Japanese tor¬ 
pedo gunboats sighted the third des¬ 
troyer oJT Uaotishan at midnight, 
and chased her until 4 o’clock in 
the morning, when the engines of 
the torpedo boat broke down. The 
gunboats discharged two torpedoes 
at her, both of which struck almost, 
simultaneously. The destroyer sank 
with all on bonrd of her. 

The correspondent adds that the 
Japanese naval officers express the 
highest admiration for the bravery 
of the crews of the -destroyers. 

A despatch received at Tokio from ^ 
the army besieging Port Arthur, 
dated Nov. 19, says:—"During the 
bombardment this afternoon a shell 
from a Japanese naval gun exploded 
& Russian magazine near the arsenal. 

"Our operations against all the 
fort9 are proceeding, as prearranged, ; 
from Manchurian headquarters. 

"At noon to-day we shelled the : 
Russian infantry engaged in entrench¬ 
ing east of Reiuchiangtun, and also 
infantry in the .rear of the villages, 
causing them to flee in confusion.

JAPS GUNS INFERIOR. 

The Tokio correspondent of the 
Berlin Tageblatt says that the slow 
progress that is being made north 
of Port Arthur is attributed by 
those well informed in Tokio to the 
inferiority of the Japanese guns, as 
oompureii with the heuvy Russian 23 
and 80-centimetre guns, which were 
evidently landed from the warships. 
The fire from these guns has been 
concentrated by Gen. Stoessei‘s ar¬ 
tillery commander, Gen. Nikitin, 
with great sKill upon the Japanese 
advanced positions, and has partly 
nullified the advantages the Japan¬ 
ese gained earlier.

There is a 
general tendency just at that time 
to do things with a rush. The 
threshing machine is apt to be over¬ 
crowded and many of the weed seeds, 
os tvell as a considerable quantity of 
grain, carried out with the stVaw. 
These are likely to germinate and 
grow with the next crop. A little 
care in the barn at the time of 
threshing and cleaning of grain, 
especially seed grain, will do much 
to lessen future labor with Hoc and 
cultivator. Cleanings from grain 
containing weed seeds should be 
boiled or very finely ground. The 
soeds of mnnv of the worst weeds aro 
so small that it is not safe to trust 
to grinding to kill them; they should 
be boiled It is not wise, either, to 
throw worthless screenings in road¬ 
ways. Many of them will be carried 
away in mud on the hoofs of horses 
and the wheels of vehicles and so 
distributed widely. The seeds of 
most weeds of t'he mustard family 
have such a pungent flavor as to 
render them unpnlatablp'to stock. 
The admixture with meal of even a 
small quantity of worm-seed mustard 
would render it useless for feeding 
purposes. 

The enactment of laws to compel 
the cutting of weeds before they have 
ripened seed! should be dealt with by 
the provincial and municipal au¬ 
thorities. because the majority of 
weeds are necessarily local in charac¬ 
ter, on account of the diversity of 
climate, soil, and methods of farm¬ 
ing. Tt may be said that further 
laws of this sort would not be en¬ 
forced any better than those we now 
have. Rut it is the duty of all 
farmers 1 <* make sure that they are 
not responsible for the spread of 
wee’s from their farms to others. 
C»ood fanners shoitfd endeavor to 
create a strong public sentiment

DAIRY WISDOM. 

Do not let the cows roam tho 
frost-bitten pastures. It is an in¬ 
jury to the cows. They will fill 
up, but will not be nourished, and 
loss of condition will follow. 

Thu temperature of the stable is 
very important. It should be kept 
at about .55 deg. This can be done 
easily if the stable is properly con¬ 
structed uud properly ventilated. 

Alway remember that warmth 
and comfort will double the yield 
of the same food, as compared with 

cold. 

The hospital Stall must be put in 
order with arrangement for heating, 
should an animal be injured or tak¬ 
en sick suddenly. Tftis should not. 
bo neglected. 

Do not neglect a vigorous use of 
brush and comb' every day from 
head to heels. Every particle of 
soil should be removed and the cout 
left soft and glistening. 

Make tho bulk of your butter in 
tho winter. You will average a 
larger quantity of belter quality, 
and realize a better price. 

You will have more time to study 
your business and get a firm hold 
on tho possibilities of it. 

Do not attempt to make butter 
from milk kept in a kitchen pantry 
or cupboard. It will not be good. 
It will taste and smell of everything. 

If you have no dairy, arrange u 
small room or partition off a part 
of the cellar. Make it warm and 
light with double windows and 
sweet with lirne wash, and keep 
nothing in it but milk and butter. 

Some cows set the ‘dairy marks’ of 
the experts at defiance and give large 
yield of good milk. All the same, 
the good dairy cow should show cer¬ 
tain features in size, shape and gen¬ 
eral make-up.

BRISTLES. 

When cat?hlng small pigs, if they 
are caught by the ears or hind legs 
they will not squeal, and may be 
easily handled. 

The fall pigs must be pushed for 
early gains, or they will not grow 
much during the winter months. 

When the litters are yarded sep¬ 
arately, they will grow faster than 
when "several of different sizes arc 
kept together. 

Middlings and sieved oats are the 
best for young pigs. Mix the oats 
and middlings in a thick slop, and 
give only a little at a time; any 
that is not eaten should be remov- 
and not allowed to sour. 

The food for the young pigs should 
be given in a low trough, in a side 
pen, not accessible to the sow. 

The sow should be gotton in good 
flesh so that she will winter easily. 
A thin sow in the fall means a thin 
sow in the winter. The fleshy sow 
will winter -on less food, as it does 
not take so much to keep her warm. 

Store some roots near at hand to 
fo<*d the swine this winter. Roots 
arc valuable to keep the swine in 
thrifty condition when other green 
food is not at hand. 

We must look to the winter quar¬ 
ters of the swine. See that the 
pens are in shape, the floors good, 
the partitions strong and the win¬ 
dows in. 


IMPROVED CEREALS. 

The yield and quality of cereuls 
can be greatly improved by means 
qf selection. Jn some recent experi¬ 
ments with winter barley an increase 
of ten and one-half bushels per acre 
was obtained by using large grains 
from large heads; as great an in¬ 
crease as would ordinarily be ob¬ 
tained from the use of 300 pounds 
of a complete fertilizer.

Weapon* of Warrior* ami Trlnketr 
of Women In Their Grave*. 

A comotojjy belonging to a garrison 
of I.ongohanl.M has been found nca 
Ascoll, on the Tronto, at a pass acrear 
the Apennines, in Italy. The site r.i 
the fort is the top of an Island of rod 
now occupied by a little hamlet calls* 
Castel Troslno. All the warriors wen 
laid with their faces to the east. Nca; 
the head was found a comb made of 
horn or bone and a round shield wit ) 
iron boss. On the right lay a long, 
straight iron sword in a scabbard of 
hide. Against the right shoulder was 
laid a long wooden spear and on the 
left a dagger in a highly Ornamented 
sheath, decorated with gold, as well aa 
a bow and arrows in a quiver. 

Generally there was present the 
buckle of a broad belt, often decorated 
applique for belt and scabbard, fash¬ 
ioned of gold, silver or bronze. Email 
gold plates seem to have been sewed 
to the co.it In the shape of a cross. One 
grave contained a heavy cuirass of 
plates bound together with iron wire. 
The horsemen hml big shears for clip¬ 
ping manes and a large bronze food 
trough with two movable handles. Of¬ 
ten bits, saddles and harness were laid 
beside the dead.

DIPLOMATS ABOVE LAIS 


BOSS 
ffJOY. 

Ambassador* May Do) Anything 
Short of Mur dor Without 

A serious rupture the relations 
between Great Britain and the Unit¬ 
ed States was recently threatened by 
the action of a diplomat, who claim¬ 
ed immunity from a tine, imposed by 
a district magistrate, on the grounds 
that as a member of the British 
Embassy ho was above tho local law. 

Mr. Gurney, the diplomat in ques¬ 
tion, was found guilty of driving on 
automobile at a speed oxoeeding the 
twenty-miles-an-hour limit imposed 
by a by-law of the State of Massa¬ 
chusetts, and a fine was imposed up¬ 
on him by Justice Phelps, which 
he refused to pay. In this he was 
merely claiming a right, though 
rarely exercised, under international 
law of being beyond the jurisdiction 
of local authorities, and the Judge 
has been compelled to apologise. 

LAWS AGAINST SMOKING. 

It is seldom that a diplomat shel¬ 
ters himself behind this law for any 
minor oi.encc he might have com¬ 
mitted. The risks are considered 
loo great, since grave trouble is al- 
mpst certain to arise when ho em- 
phasies in this manner his superior¬ 
ity to the laws of the State of which 
he is, for the time being, a privileg¬ 
ed and honored guest. 

They prefer to act as did an able 
Englishman, Mr. J. Mortimer, when 
an attache of the American Legation 
at St. Petersburg, in 1859. Mr. 
Mortimer was one day strolling 
along the Nevski Prospect smoking a 
cigar, when a policeman arrested 
him for violating the law prohibit¬ 
ing smoking in tho streets Oif St. 
Petersburg. The young diplomat 
was, of course, entirely ignorant 
that such a curious enactment ex¬ 
isted; but when the magistrate be¬ 
fore whom ho was taken lined him 
five roubles ho carefully abstained 
from informing him that he was a 
member of the Corps Diplomatique, 
and paid the fine without demur. 
Thus neither the State nor the Em¬ 
bassy was troubled in the matter. 

Diplomats residing in England 
have on a few occasions claimed im¬ 
munity from our laws on account of 
their position, but the matter has 
rarely received public attention. Quo 
instance, however, is famous. That 
occurred when Dorn Guimarez Sa 
was the Portuguese Ambassador. 

NO SANCTUARY FOR MURDER. 

At that time there was, on tho 
south side of the Strand, a kind of 
bazaar, called the New Exchange. It 
consisted of four walks, two on 
tho ground floor, and tw'o upstairs, 
each being lined with small shops.

Among them are 22 large butter 
lamps, eight of n somewhat smaller 
size, 12 bowls, two “Precious Wheels 
of the Law.” and a multitude of 
smaller articles all of the same rrn.*- 
tal. 

These are arranged on th> three 
shelves of the Khilkor. and the taller 
articles conceal the whole of tho im¬ 
age from his shoulders downward. To 
this ft ct may perhaps ne due the 
common. li»ut mistaken, description of 
the Jo ns a standing figure. Across 
and across his breast are innumerable 
necklaces of gold, .set with turquoises 
pearls and coral. 

The throne on which he sits has 
overhead a canopy supported by two 
exquisitely designed dragons of silver- 
gilt, each about ten foot in height. 
Behind Him Is the panel of conven¬ 
tional wooden foliarp and the “Kuy-j 
ung," or Oarudft Bird overhead can

The crown is perhaps tlm most in¬ 
teresting jewel. It is a deep coronet 
of gold, set round and round with 
turquoise and heightened by live con¬ 
ventional leaves, each intrusted with 
precious stones. In the centre, be¬ 
low Che middle* leaf, is a flawless tur¬ 
quoise six inches long and three inch¬ 
es wide, the largest in the world. 

!Above, on the second floor, is an 
image wliicfo, after the Jo itself, is 
the most. imrwirtnnt treasure that the 
Jo-knng contains. In t.ho south¬ 
eastern corner of this storey is Uio 
armory, where the 'walls and pillars 
alike are loaded with ancient and 
grotesque instruments of war.

Hammurabi Established 
Just Laws. 

The physician or surgeon who 
charges little or nothing for bis skill 
when he treats a "Oor man utid much 
w’^en he treats a rich one has excel¬ 
lent authority for his practice. The 
n w’y di co ered laws of ancient 
Babvlrn made it not only proper, but 
obligatory. The first Mn^ of “Great¬ 
er Babylon," as it would be called 
to-day, was Hammurabi, referred to 
in t v e fourteenth chapter of Genesis 
ns Amrrt* hYl He was noted for the 
Justice of tho laws he established in 
his kingdom. Two years ago. on a 
broken monument in the ruins of 
S'-s.a. nearly the whole codo of 1 Lnm- 
mnrnb! w.as found. A transition of 
it h's h'st been made by a professor 
in the U r ive**S'ty of Chicago. 

“Tf n physician operate on a gentle¬ 
man for a severe wound, with a lan¬ 
cet,” rends one section of these re¬ 
vised statues of Babylon, "and save 
the man’s life, or if he ofivn nn ab¬ 
scess in a gentleman's eye and save 
the eye. lie shall receive ten shekels 
of slur, If he operate on a free¬ 
man lie shall receive five shekels." j 

But "if it bcv\ man's slave he op- 
<irntt? on,” reads the next section, 
“the owner of the slave shall give 
two shekels to t u o physician.” 

Similarity graded were the physici¬ 
an’s penalties—for in those days 
docto’ing was a give-and-take affair 
in which the unsuccessful practitioner 
was made to pay for his failure.

“If he operate on the slave*of ft 
freeman and .cause his death he shall 
restore a slave of equal value. If Ko 
destroy Ins eye ho shall pay in silver 
half his value. 

“if he set a broken bone for a gen¬ 
tleman or cure his disease the gentle¬ 
man shall pay five shekels. 

“If lie be a freeman he shall pay 
ihrec shekels of silver. 

“if he be a slave the owner of the 
slave shall give the j>hysician two 
shekels.” 

As there was no aseptic surgery in 
those days, the courage of a physici¬ 
an in operating with a lancet was 
great indeed. Unskilled practition¬ 
ers probably got out of the profes J 
sion as quickly as possible. So. also, 
tlie swindling contractor, for the law 
read: 

“If a builder build a house for a 
man and do not make its construc¬ 
tion firm, and the Hou.se collapse anil 
death of the owner, the 
hall be put to death’. 

“If it kill the son of the owner 
they shall put the son of the builder 
to death. 

“If it kills a slave of the owner the | 
builder shall restore to him a slave 
of enunl value. 

“If it destroy property lie shall re¬ 
store whot it destroyed, aiul because 
he did not make the house which lm 
built firm and it collapsed, bo stfiall 
rebuild it at his own expense.” 

Se^h laws ns these, engraver! in 
lasting stone and set up on frequent¬ 
ed street corners, might do some¬ 
thing to discourage modem jerry- 
building.

GERMANY HELPS RUSSIA. 

The steady removal of troops from 
thdf Russian western frontier, evident¬ 
ly made possiblo by an understand¬ 
ing* between the czar and the Ger¬ 
man emperor, is one of the most 
disquieting features of the European 
situation.

‘ of international law. Within twelve 
Hours the young diplomat’s fine had 
been puid, und he returned to the 
capital, to receive a severe repri¬ 
mand from his chief for pleading the 
law ^it a period of such grave im- 
partance. 

.WHEN RUSSIA WAS JUST. 

A few years ago a Russian diplom¬ 
atist claimed exemption from the 
laws of England. He was charged 
with assaulting another Russian 
gentleman and his servant. He had 
knocked down the former in Oxford 
Street, and then had brutally beat 
him with a heavy stick. When, some 
time later, the servant called, the 
poor fellow was struck in the face 
and knocked down a flight of steps. 
The attache offered uo defence at the 
hearing of the charges against him¬ 
self. but claimed the privilege of his 
position, Of course, the magistrate 
was extremely unwilling to concede 
the point, and remanded him, in 
order to see how far he could really 
go in the matter. In the meantime, 
the Russian Ambassador was inform¬ 
ed of the occurrence, and, to his 
honor be it said, he promptly com-. 
rnunicV.ted to the magistrate his wish 
thut tho prisoner should be punish¬ 
ed in accordance with our laws for 
so serious an offence. 

IESTORY REPEATS ITSELF. 

A similar incident to the fining of 
Mr. Gurney occurred once before in 
the States. About two years ago 
a French attache, whilst driving his 
car at an excessive speed, knocked 
down a little girl. He was arrest¬ 
ed; but a 9 he handsomely’ compen¬ 
sated the parents of the child, he 
was only charged with exceeding the 
speed limit of Illinois.
